Dr. A. Roper 
OfPICAOIs 
Guest Speaker 



Dr. Albert Roper, secretary-gen 
eral of the PICAO, addressed' about 
100 students last night at the in 
augural meeting of the Internation' 
al Relations Club. . 

In his address. Dr. Roper outlined 
to those present the problems with 
which eveiyllnternkUonU^rgiiniza- 
tion has to cope, and consequently 
illustrated his reroarki. 'by actual 
examples from the work of both the 
International Commission of Air 
Navigation and the PICAO, being 
secretary-general of these Interna 
tional bodies. 

He traced the history of the 
ICAN, which was born after the 
First War, up to 1944, that is, the 
Chicago Conference at which PI 
CAO made its debut Dr. Roper 
mentioned- various instances in 
which such International bodies 
were of great help to a/iation in 
general.' % He then described the 
PICAO setup, withl|dUtJ branchés 
committees and «ubeômmtttees, on 
Air Navigation, Air Transport, Me 
teorology etc. Twenty-one nations 
are represented in the Interim 
Council, while more than 300 dele 
gates attended the General As' 
sembly. laat May in Montreal. The 
Secrietarlat of the PICAO employs 
experts coming from'all parts of the 
world. 

In the question period one atu 
dent asked about the poulbillty of 
employing McGill i>e6ple In the 
PICAO. The answer was rathe 
discouraging: "There are about 46 
positions ' in this organization not 
yet filled. For them we have re- 
ceived over 3,000 applieations.'^.'Ah' 
other asked whether unlforn^ lodes 
on standards have been set up to 
avoid, unnecessary accidents due to 
different standards according to 
countries. Dr. Roper then pointed 
out that this has been done.

sist of fifty to sixty students gath- 
ered from sixteen Canadian uni- 
versities. ' 
HISTORY GIVEN 
tnie general theme of the Con- 
ference will be "Make NFCUS 
Representative", and It Is with this 
In mind that the Students' Council 
has decided to send such a num- 
ber to participate and gain the 
valuable experience of a national 
conference. The National Feder- 
ation had suspended Ita activities 
from 1940 to 1944 after having ex- 
isted with varj-ing degrees of par- 
ticipation since 1928. The year 
1937 witnessed the emergence of 
a thriving, popular student organi- 
sation, Canadian Student Assembly,

NEW YORK: Soviet delegate to 
the United Nations Assembly, An- 
drei A. Gromyko, yesterday blocked 
the United States' attempt to win 
an Immediate vote of approval on 
Its proposals for international con- 
trol of atomic energy.

No Educational 'Tramps" 

Willi tlic recent announcemcni Ihal some four 
hundred students would be added to tiie roster 
of McGill after the Christmas holidays, it ap- 
pears obvious that the initial phase of the Gov- 
ernment's vast educational programme for Cana- 
da's returning veterans is just about complete. 
' Right from the start, it became apparent that 
the soldier-turned-student would be a vastly dif- 
ferent personality from the coonskin-coaled, hip- 
flasked Joe College undergraduate long fabled 
in fact and fiction. -, 

A recent survey of leading American colleges, 
the results of which apply equally well to Cana- 
dian institutions, tends. to entirely substantiate 
this early impression. The report shows that the 
veterans attending colleges below thefbo^der are 
on the whole making better academic records 
than civilian students and appear to be much 
more mature, more serious, and willing to work. 

Gloomy predictions made early in the experi- 
ment suggested that veterans would not last 
very long in college, but despite some financial 
difficulties reports from all sections of the coun- 
try indicate that fewer ex-sen-icc students arc 
dropping out of college than civilians. Professors 
and instructors have been noticeably delighted 
at the way veterans have adjusted themselves 
to class-room work. 

It has been found that none of the'typical cara- 
pusés chosen for the study, have veterans created 
any special problems. In fact, the contrar>' has 
often proven to be true; veterans have acted as 
a stabilising influence on the rest of the student 
body. It has been found that former servicemen 
pbrticipate in extrk-curriçular activities, al- 
though the lighter rah-rah type of activity is 
generally dropped. , 

Just looking at the various leaders in McGill's 
student acHvities proves the point made by the 
report that veterans are usually found to head 
such campus activities as the athletic teams, the 
political or social clubs and'thc governing bodies. 
Inter-class rivalry on the campus has taken an 
insignificant spot in the roster of "traditional" 
campus institutions. 

Above all, it has been found that practically 
no conflict of any kind between vétérans and 
non-veterans exists. Studènts, regardless of wa'V 
record, live together. Generally speaking, the ex- 
servicemsn wishes to forget his fighting days, 
and merely seeks to become a civilian as rapidly 
as possible. The report concludes, by estimating 
the influence of the vétéran on higher education; 
on the whole it has been foimd that veterans 
have raised the educational standards of the 
whole land. The fears of those who felt that the 
fighting men would flock liiick to college merely 
to take advantage of the Government allowance 
and become "educational Iramps" have very 
definitely not materialized. — H.S. ~ ^ 



JOHN G^IELGUD.. 



McGill Univeriity will Ve hoit to the lioted Brit- 
iih actor, John Glelgud, late in January, 1947, during 
his forthcoming engagement at His Majesty's Theatre 
in his famous production of Oscar Wilde's "The Im- 
portance Of Being Earnest". Mr.' Glelgud,' who Is 
acknowledged as, with the , possible exception of 
Laurence Olivier, the greatest actor in the world, will 
use Theatre and Acting ai the topics of his' address, 
in addition to answering questions atl^ied. by his 
audience. This talk will be given in Moyse Hail and 
will prove extremely Intereitlng to ail ' students, 
especially those in the , Shakespeare aiid Draiha 
courses. Owing to the fimited seating capacity of 
Moyse Hall, admission will be by ticket only. 

John Glelgud's only previous Canadian appear- 
ance was in the Fall of '1936, when he appeared in 
the North American opening of his memorable pro- 
duction of "Hamlet" in Toronto. His Hamlet was 
acclaimed by the critics as the greatest of the cent- 
ury. Although he is world-renowned for his Shakes- 
perian interpretations, thn variety and success of 
his roles have 'shown him to be an extraordinarily 
gifted actor. Chekhov, Coward, Maugham and more 
recently Dostoevsky, arc among the many authors 
and dramatics who have supplied him with roles 
which he has maijp unforgetable. 

During the war, Mr. Gielgud made n number of 
very successful "troop entertainment" tours, Includ- 
ing a tour with Bea Lilllc in Coward's "Plays and 
Music", and a trip to the Mediterranean theatre of 
war in 1043 with Vivièn Leigh and other stars. In 
1945 he made history by flylAg to India, at the re- 
quest of the British Government, complete with his 
company and scenery, and playing there for several 
months in "Hamlet" and "Blithe Spirit". 

. In his recent London auccess, the Rodney Ack- 
land adaptation of the Doitoevsky novel "Crime and 
Punlsliment",'' he addid to a memorable list, the role 
of the student, Raskalnlkov. With this portrayal he 
has heightened his already tremendous stature as an 
actor by several brilliant inches. He it interrupting 
the run of this play to make this short tour in Can- 
ada and the United States. 



CHORAL SOCIETY 
then and now 

Most of you who read your I?aily fairly Ihro- 
oughly arc aware by this time that the McGlii Choral 
Society is presenting its annual holiday concert this 
coming Thursday evening. Just how much this means 
at the present time to the musically alive on the 
campus would be Interesting to know. At any rate, 
here is a brief resiimc of the "romance" McOill 
choral music over the last few years, and an Intro- 
duction to the society which Is currently carrying 
the torch, in the hope that it will help to stimulate 
interest in this aspect of cultural life at McGill. 

During the late twenties^ an Operatic Society 
devoted to the presentation of Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas, successfully produced a series of perform- 
ances, many under the capable direction of members 
of our music faculty staff, which enjoyed consider- 
able student popularity. However, around 1930 the 
group ran Into financial difficulties along with 
numerous other enterprises of this period,' and was 
forced to disband. Subsequently nothing came for- 
ward to fill the void for many years until finally, 
along with the general rise out of the spiritual de- 
pression of the "lean years", a Glee Club was organ- 
ired under the direction of Harry Norris, still well- 
known to ail through his- current operatic produc- 
tions In this city. As its name indicated, the club 
focussed on popular music, nothing loathe, upon 
occasions, even to arrange proverbial "Barber Shop 
Quartets" fop amusement. But many ventures into 
light classics established the capable virtuosity of 
this group, and it, received sustained Interest up to 
the time whan It too was forced to disband, Ihis time 
because of dwindling ranks due' to the .war. Those 
of you who have been around this insUtution for 
some time will remember the farewell performance 
in the 1943 Red Cross Concert. " ' 

Backtracking slightly, in 1941 Tony Chapman, 
feeUng ttfe lack of purely classical , representation, 
organised the McGill Choral Society expressly for 
the singing of masses, oratorios, fugues and similar 
more profound art music, and was hirnself director 
of this group for a year until Joining the airforce. 
During this time the Glee Club and Choral Society 
existed simuilaneously on the campus with many 
dual members. 

In the fall, of 1942, Dr. Frederick Stalon assumed 
the* directorship of the society. A very popular con- 
ductor, he produced two splendid concerts and 
■brought the choir strength, up to between 75 and 
100 before leaving lo assume new duties in Bermuda, 
early In 1944. . - 

Bernard Naylor, organiief^and conductor of the 
Little Symphony, followed immediately.- but never 
reached a satisfactory, understanding with the group 
because of impersonal and strict rehearsals. Also, 
much of the keener element graduated that spring. 
As a result, the society failed to resume activity. In 
the fall, and It was not until January 1945 that a 
nucleus met to set about reorganlratlon. 

HecognUlng that the society was now the sole 
rallying point on the campus for extra-curricular 
singing, the constitution was revamped to allow for 
expansion of repertory to be all inclusive, without, 
of course, losing sight of original high' sfandards. 
Also, feeling the prime objective to be service to 
undegraduate Interest, completely "open membership' 
(I.e. no voice eliminations) was atresied, and notifi- 
cation sent to the Students Council that the society 
would be glad lo take part, if desired, in any other 
campus function. Irrespective of the 'type of music 
solicited. In view; of thast principles, which still 
guide the group,'lt Is'unforluhala that Choral Society, 
with the modern Impresiion It'convcys to the average 
person, is ttlll tbè best name suggested for the group. 

. Under Dr. Irvln Cooper, director o fMontreal 
protestant school music, the society entered radio for 
the first time and produced a well-received, spring 
concert. In the fall he was forced to resign due to 
pressure of work, recommending Glfford Mitchell 
for the poslUon. "Glff," as he Is best known to WI, 
is still waving tfie baton and under his capable and 
popular leadership the membership has steadily in- 
creased. At the present time some 385 odd men and 
women students are reiislered. 

With Mr. Mitchell came also increased opportun- 
ity. The society executive succeeded In persuading 
the Students Council to' assume responsibility, for 
music expenditures. This ojJened the way for two 
major concerts per year instead of one, with conse- 
quent increased activity. : V .

NO NEED FOB THE "REFEREN* 
OUM— THE VETS'. SOCIETY 
HAS A POLICY 

On Monday morning I received 
an interesting letter in the mail, It 
was the "referendum" on matters 
of policy issued by the executive 
of thé Veterans' Society. This was 
quite a shock,, in view of the fact 
that the constitution of the Vet- 
erans' Society states explicitly that 
the policy of the Veterans' Society 
can only by determined at general 
meetings of the aoclety having a 
quorum. Further, the coy^ing let- 
ter with the "referendum" states 
that In the "opinion of the execut- 
ive" there is doubt as to the- line 
of policy to be pursued at the 
coming National Conference of 
Student Veterans. This is stated in 
spite of the fact that the executive 
knows full-well that the policy of 
the soelety, as last decided upon, 
waa determined at the general 
meeting of Oct, 29. This policy was 
one of a fight for increased grants, 
government - subsidized low-rent- 
al housing, support of the Nat'l 
Conference, etc. 

The action' of the executive iii 
this instance throws. light on some 
evcnla that have" taken, place this 
term in relation to- the affairs of 
McGill veterans. 

(1) The same people who elected 
the present executive to office were 
the ones who almost unanimously 
passed on the présent légal policy 
of the society on Oct. 29, thus 
committing the executive to that 
policy, and while there were calls 
from the floor at the last meeting, 
for a discussion on iwlicy before 
the.electlon of delegates, the chair- 
man, Mr, W. Archer, saw. fit to rule 
this out of order'ln His haste to 
see that "proper" delegates wère 
elected before the quorum melted 
away. 

(2) At the first general nrteeting, 
352 members were registered by 
the previous executive, subse- 
quently the present executive has 
only registered 31, thus bringing 
the membership up to 383, yvhile 
.last, year the membership of , the 
society -was close to 1,100.. . 

Thus, it can easily b« seen that 



the present executive is not Inter- 
Mted In making the aoclety a large 
and truly representative apokes- 
msm for the MoGill veleraos. 

Therefore the only eonelusions 
that can be drawn from the is- 
suance of the so-called "referen- 
dum", are that the executive Is do- 
ing all it can to immobilize the so- 
ciety, by trying to make it appear 
that there is very little for -which 
we can campaign, othfcr than sev- 
eral minqr issues, that further it 
tries to put forward the view that 
the opinldn of 383 veterans by mail 
is more representative than that of 
352 vets at a meeting, ignpring the 
fact that earlier this term ever 700 
veteran! fllled-not a que«lIonn«Ire 
In whfch some 83 per cent, of them 
indicated that they were In favour 
of a fight for an Inoreaae of grants. 

In view of these facts, the pre- 
sident of the Siudenta*; Seelctgr is 
duty-bound to see that the consti- 
tution of the Vèieràna' Soelety Is 
not violated, by stopping the nn- 
eonstltutlonal nsa of thU "referen- 
dum" for the determination of 
policy. 

The veterans on the campus alto 
have a very important responsibil- 
ity. We remember ' fiill-well^ the 
fine promises that ' were' pumped 
at us when^we were overseiu, and 
we know that the tame govern- 
ment is still in power, tiicrefore 
we must be on the alert for any 
and all attempts to provide the 
wherewilhtll for the government 
to wriggle out of Us promises and 
commitments. We have the fur- 
ther responsibility to ^ee tHat our 
délestes to the v Nat'l Conference 
Of Student Vets represent the opin- 
ion of the' viurt majority of the vets 
at McGIU, which ' ; opinion was 
democratically and constitutionally 
determined, and not the opinion of 
ft small group which is trying lo 
foist this opinion on the society by 
unconftitutlanal and undemocratic 
means. If these things are borne 
in mind and fought for, then oar 
soelety ean truly ^ represent the 
Interesla of .the .Teterana^ot MeollL 



Dear Sir: 

Trusting that this controversy 
will not be unduly prolonged, I 
wish to answer Mr. Hoffman's 
charges in yesterday's "Daily". 

.(a) I did not Imply that all law- 
yers are prone lo fruitless pole- 
mics. There arc exceptions to all 
generalizations, notable among 
them in this case being some mem- 
bert of the Law Faculty at McGill, 
and Mr. Blockley, This does not 
invalidate the generalization. 

(b) My "cart-bcforc-thc-horse 
argument" was neither original nor 
irresponsible, but was derived from 
a perusal of the writings of Pro- 
fessors A. Zimmerman and E. H. 
Carr, neither of whom is simple- 
minded. Secondly, the logic is not 
reversed: all legal formulations 
succeed, and dp not preceed the 
growth of a social environment 
amenable to change; the develop- 
ment of the social framework and 
the existence of an inartlculated 
need (and the good will to satisfy 
that need) usually preced by many 
years the actual writing of a law. 
So it is at international conferences, 
where .the existence of "precedent" 
impedes the rapid dissolution of 
disagreementt. Finally, the "ex- 
cessive number of lawyers" is of 
course by no means the sole cause 
of international, disagreement, nor 
even a major one. But , it it a 
serious hindrance to getting on 
with the job. 

There is really a wide area of 
agreement between the fringe of 
"politically conscious" lawyers and 
students of the Social Sciences, so 
long as the former do not attribute 
exclusive i)lanket statements to the 
latter.

The letter in the Dec. 16 issue 
by MIbi Dubika, Arts III. and Mr. 
Speatannn, Eng. II, told what they 
presumed to be the facta concern- 
ing the canvassing done by S.C.M. 
•niey wrote that it was for food 
parcels sent by C.A.R.E. 

The question dt to "what Is that 
alphabetical organisation'* full 
name?" was not answered. There 
are other questions which might 
have been solved as well. "What 
guarantee 'is there that all money 
contributed through S.C.M. is going 
to this organization? What right 
has CA.ItE. to accept money and 
send parcels?" 

Miss Dubska and Mr. Speakman 
used some of the column space to 
talk of the Relief project in the 
following terms. They wrote o( 
S.CJ^.'s "corporate activities, In- 
spired by its Chrlïtlan convictions," 
and "its task." That, of course, 
raises this question: "Is the S.C.M 
interested in the Relief . project as 
a means of promoting its own wel- 
fare, which means the welfare of 
Its members, or Is It interested in 
Relief as the outstanding problem?" 
The history of the S.C.M. points to 
some unusual thinking on the part 
of Its past members. For example, 
we could • ask people who were 
attending the S.C.M. National Con 
ference at Couchlchlng, Ontario, in 
1939, and learn that many of its 
prominent delegates were promot 
ing "Pacifism." This was at a time 
when Hitler was on his way to 
conquer Europe. 

Of course It Is not fair to accuse 
present members of the "Student 

■ Christian Movement" of selfish 
thinking because of the past, and 
this letter is not intended to do 
that. However, it may help interest 
its readers in the S.CM.'s Relief 
project this winter. If the general 
student body finds that the project 
is a good thing then the latter will 
no doubt be a success. The major- 

. Ity of the atudents must realize 
how greatly needed,' is "Relief 
now.

The MeOilt delegates to the com 
ing Student Veterans* Conference 
are In doubt as to thé policy they 
should support. This In spile of the 
fact that it has been generally 
agreed, both last year and this, that 
the policy of last year's conference 
was,' In the main, correct Despite 
the fact that the vast majority of 
the present metiibershlp approved 
of continuing the campaign to have 
the government^ adopt this policy, 
"it is the opinion of the Executive 
of the Society that there is certain 
doubt as to the line of policy which 
should be pursued by . those dele 
gates . . ." 

To create the impression that 
they are asmpling student veteran 
opinion on the campus, 'they are 
holding s referendum. They go so 
far as to state that . . this refer 
endum will obtain a fairer and 
more representative idea of the 
views of the members. . . ." They 
make this jhow of dpmocrntic sam- 



pling of opinion after pretending 
not long ago that, 700 answers to 
the veterans' .questionnaire could 
not be considered' as representative 
of student veteran ojpinion at Mc- 
GllL This referendum has only 
been circulated to the members of 
the Society, and therefore cannot 
reach more than' 383 veterans. Will 
the Executive then claim that the 
replies they receive are representf- 
tlve, especially when there are four 
choices of policy and the one re- 
celvlrfg a majority vote may well 
be supported by a minority of this 
small membership? 

The Executive's- letter correctly 
states that "the 'decisions of the 
Conference may have some bear 
ing on your, future financial situii< 
tlon."

They may claim that they 
speaic for the 3B3 members of the 
Society, on the basis of the answer 
they receive to their referendum 
In practice, however, their state- 
ments will be received as those of 
th'b representatives of approximate* 
ly 3,000 vetrans who are attending 
McGlU today. Very little could 
have been said about this referen- 
dum—if It had been circulated to 
every McGlll veteran. But the re 
stricted -circulation miist make it 
very obvious that our delegates are 
seeking by ."legal" subterfuge to 
"get out from under" so that they 
can masquerade their own personal 
opinions as those of all McGlll 
veterans.

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Cultural exchange which will de- 
termine the extent to which steps 
will be taken by local Universities 
and the Federation as a unit to 
obtain, concessions irom transporta- 
tion companies, and to establish 
the arrangements whereby student 
travel during the coming summer 
will be made possible on a large 
seale,> whether across Canada or 
abroad, through Europe or the 
U.S.A. The Conference will deter 
mine the eSctent of student partici- 
pation in the activities of the 
International Union of Students, of 
the International Student Service, 
and any other similar international 
organisation, .which in turn will 
alter the status of the student on 
each campus. 

Such rhatters as the problem of 
making the most of existing fad 
llties for education,;. and the use 
of modern methods that have yield 
ed success In other areas and are 
overlooked by our Canadian Uni- 
versities, will be discussed and 
will result in reeonunendations 
likely to lead to local campus 
action; The presence of the veteran 
on a campus has caused such^prob 
lems ns student cmploym^t, both 
for the graduate and the 'under 
graduate, to be considered in the 
light which their importance to the 
Individual warrant. Similarly the 
matter of providing accommoda- 
tion for students In the crowded 
areas In Montreal has suggested 
that other Universities might have 
worked out a solution to. this per- 
manent problem more effective 
than is the one applied to Mont 
real; the Conference -will present 
good leads in this question of 
Student housing. 

It Is felt that liaison should be 
possible betwteri the Conference of 
NFCUS and. that of the VETS in 
those matters whe rperoblems are 
common to all students because of 
the sudden Influx of students Into 
Universities that were not prepar 
ed for the aurrpising enrolments, 
charaderlzlng all Canadian uni 
versiticE. If provision is made on 
the Conference agenda^ a delega 
tlon from the VETS Conference 
might attend- on December 30th 
to present ' the delegation with a 
report on policy and common pro- 
blems. 

It Is hoped that the report on 
Scholarships presented at McGlll 
will provide a nucleus for a study 
and brief on all the Scholarships 
available . to Canadian students, 
whether in Canada or abroad. The 
Conference can do little more than 
discuss policy to be followed as 
rcgardi^ scholarships, whether it is 



to be a public or n private prob- 
lem; the Conference will be able to 
establish a Committee to' receive 
the information from' all . sources 
Slid will, if acceptable resull in a 
compilation of all the facts on 
Scholarships, as pertaining to 
Canadians, being made available to 
the Individual student at the begin- 
ning of the' fail, 1947 (erm. 

A number. of brlefa were, pre- 
sented to the Committee by several 
of the special interests groups . at 
tMcGlll- and attempts will..be:.made 
to - organise a .number' ot> activities 
such as national broadcasts,' stu- 
dent travel,' national plays, • festi- 
vals, and athletics championships, 
tours by concert artists, eminent 
speakers and films of a document- 
ary nature. ^ 

This Conference will determine 
the future of the Federation for a 
number of years and a number of 
issues will be raised In the in- 
terests of organizing a vital nat- 
ional body that will be able to 
fulfill its function of ii national 
student body;.paat experience has 
indicated that it taket;ïn w« i^|ttou> 
optimism or good 'intenOenr^ 
make such a disjointed body ef- 
fective; it will be necessary to 
organize a permanent secretariat. 
Increase its annual budget, and ar- 
range for facilltiès ' being made 
available to each student that 
would be otherwise beyond his 
reach. The McGlll delegation will 
be travelling down to the Confer- 
ence with many things in niind.
